tf you grow gladiolus, by all means you should grow seed. 
‘his is the most interesting part of the hobby or commercial stand- 
point. It’s not a case of try your luck or test your skill. Today 
95% ot live seed from hand pollinated crosses will germinate. 
Field collected seed have no value at all in my study of hybridizing. 
It takes years of study to know just what you really are doing. I 
never use the lower floret for seed or pollen. At times a variety is 
studied three years before it is used for seed or pollen. It’s not just 
a case of whatever you see in the field that looks good and go out 
and cross it. My crosses are planned one year ahead in reference to 
color, disease resistant and certain characteristics of both parents. 


Order your seed by number. 5 seeds of any cross will be the 
minimum, seeds are 3c each. 100 mixed seeds hand pollinated 40c.
